DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4, 8-1 0, 1 5, and 1 7 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1, Ketonen (US 6,594,508), Basile (US 6,298,243) and Baran 
(US 5,421 ,030) do not teach, alone nor in combination, the combination of: 

generating a single modulated signal that combines data signals; producing a 
single input modulated signal, such that the input signal is adapted to be transmitted 
over a common feeder cable, wherein the data signals include values representing 
operating parameters of devices at the multiple radiation elements; transmitting the 
input modulated signal along with transmitted and received communication channel 
signals through the common feeder cable; and receiving the input signal from the 
multiple radiation elements over the common feeder cable. 

Claim 15 is allowable for similar reasons as claim 1 . 

Regarding Claim 8, Ketonen (US 6,594,508), Basile (US 6,298,243) and Baran 
(US 5,421 ,030) do not teach, alone nor in combination, the combination of: 

generating a single modulated signal the combines data signals; producing single 
input modulated signal, to be transmitted over a common feeder cable; transmitting 
input modulated signal along with transmitted and received communication channel 
signals; and receiving the input signal over the common feeder cable. 

Claim 17 is allowable for similar reasons as claim 8.
